BILL PASSED 


Battle Royal In the Mouse Between 


the Two Great Parties. 


VOTE 155 FOR, 144 AGAINST

Charged In Indictments Against Offi- 


cials at Brooklyn. 


New York, March 2. —Two indict- 


ments against Frank 3. TJlrich, super- 
intendent of the department of high- 
ways, were reported by the judge of 
Kings county. They charge the su- 
perintendent with having accepted 
gratuities m return for making ap- 
pointments in his department. Indict- 
ments also were returned against five 
Brooklyn police officials, who were ar- 
rested charged with accepting gratu- 
ities from saloon keepers. Ulnchwas 
held in $2,500 hail and the indicted 
policemen in $1,000. 


Measure Once Defeated by the Demo- 


crats and Republican Allies, but Re- 
considered Later and Passed— Pro- 
vision For Will Lines to the Orient 
Stricken Out—Doings of Congress. 


Washington, March 2.—Jt has been 


years since the house was the scene of 
so royal a battle between the two 
great parties as it -witnessed there 
over the ship subsidy bill. The bill 
was passed, but not until after it had 
been once defeated, and that, in fact, 
in Itself shows how close the align- 
ment was. When the first vote dis- 
closed a majority against the meas- 
ure, the Democrats and their Republi- 
can allies made the house ring with 
their cheers. There were several roll- 
calls before the final favorable result 
was secured. 
•> The vote on the Lit- 


tauer substitute was defeated on the 
first vote, ayes 1547 nays 161 
The 


Democrats could not jetain their lead, 
however, for on a vote to lay on the ' 
table a motion to reconsider, the op- 
ponents of the ship subsidy were de- 
feated, 166 to 159, and the vote to re- 
consider the first vote was adopted, 
164 to 154. Then there were other 
votes, but immediately after the first 
ballot desertions began, and on the 
filial vote to pass the bill as amended 
the work done by the-Bepublican lead- 
ers during the height of the battle 
was made manifest. 
The bilL was 


passed, 155 to 144. Congressmen Bur- 
ton, Mouser, Webber and Weems, all 
of Ohio, Toted with the Democrats. 


Four steamship lines are to ba sub- 


sidized under the measure, and all of 
these are to saiV for South American 
ports. One is to be from the Atlantic 
coast to Brazil; a second from the 
Atlantic coast to Argentina; a third 
between the Gulf of Mexico and Bra- 
zil, and the fourth from the Pacific 
coast to the Ishmus of Panama, Peru 
and Chile. The annual subsidy for 
each line is to bo $300,000 for a month- 
ly mail service, or $600,000 for a fort- 
nightly service, excepting the Argen- 
tine line, which is to have $400,000 
for a monthly service or $800,000 for 
a fortnightly service. No American 
cities are named as ports from which 
any of the lines are to start, and the 
bill is so worded that the line in the 
Pacific to South America can touch 
at any number of ports in the United 
States. The same is true of the At- 
lantic lines. It is provided in tho bill 
that all the voxels profiting by this 
subvention for carrying mail must 
have a speed of not less than 16 
knots, and it has been 
repeatedly 


stated on the floor of the house that 
no ships now engaged in the South 
American trade can make any such 
speed.

The house adopted the conference 


report on the postoffice appropriation 
bill. A bill was passed providing for 
the creation of an industrial peace 
committee to administer the $40,000 
which President Roosevelt received 
from the Nobel prize fund.
